T HK latest pineapple recipe 
which la having a wide vngiin 
Is not only delicious but eiiri he 
varied with several fruits or 
served with whipped cream uiiU 
macaroon crumbs or with the 
crumbs alone. Its name Is riiic- 
applo Velvet, and here Is how 
It Is made; 

Soften two teaspoons gelatin in 
two tablespoons cold water, then 
dissolve in one cup of boiling lint 
canned unsweetened plneapplo 
Juice. Add one-halt cup sugar, 
and stir until dissolved. Add one 
tablespoon lemon Juice, uml eool 
until mixture is thick as honey. 
Then fold in one cup of cream, 
whipped, iKiur Into Individual 
molds wot with cold water and 
chill lu refrigerator. Turn out 
onto glass dessert plates and pour 
over each a few tablespoonstul of 
chilled canned rod raspberries, 
blackberries or sliced peaches, or 
fresh fruit. Makes six servings. 
To Preserve Delicate Taits 
Any fruit served with this re¬ 
cipe slightly disguises the delicate 
plneapplo flavor, though the com¬ 
bination of fruit llavors is deli¬ 
cious. However, if n strictly plno- 
applo flavor Is desired, omit Iho 
fruit and garnish with whipped 
cream to which macaroon crumbs 
have been added. Or a spoonful 
of macaroon crumbs may be 
placed In each mold before filling 
with thi mixture. When unmulded 
the cru'mha will be on top and 
no tuxxhsr garnish needed.*
